There is today a growing recognition of the universal need for adult 
educations In under-developed regions this need is obvious enoughe Apart from its 
value for the adults themselves, adult education is necessary for the successful 
education of school-age children. Where the parents are backward, even the most 
modern school has little influonce. It is useless to teach the child to open the 
windows at night if the parents object on the ground that ghosts and 'bad air’ must 
be kept out. The remedy is to educate the parents so that they will be able to 
appreciate and reinforce the worl of their children's teachers. 


In countries where illiteracy is down to the vanishing point and economic 
and social development are on a very high level, the need for adult cducation, 
although less obvious, is equally urgent. School learning, however effective, 
cannot possibly provide for all the requirements of modern living throughout the 
life of the average person. Lducation promotes social change, and social change 
demands continuous education after the school-leaving agee Paradoxically enough, 
the better developed a comtry, the greater the need for adult education, as the 
citizens must continually be learning new ways of doing things and inventing new 
things to do. 


Fortunately, recent publications show that adult education is moving 
towards greater universality. ‘hereas in 1929, the Handbook published by the ‘orld 
Association for Adult Education reported that 'Europe is the only continent which 
may be said to be adequately represented'. (1) 


Unesco's International Directory of Adult Education (draft edition 1950, 
definitive edition in the press) shows that these activities have now spread to 
almost every region. In content, also, adult education is much richer, and in 
scope correspondingly wider, than it was two decades ago. In 1929, adult education 
was regarded chiefly as a means of transcending the limitations of daily life. In 
1950, while emphasis varied in different countries and regions, its scope embraced 
a field of interest as wide as human activity itself. ‘It is helping millions of 
citizens move forward in vocational and professional skills, in family living, in the 
pleasure and profit of artistic accomplishment, in cultural values, and in learning 
the skills of solving individual and commmity problems'. (2) 





Before attempting a ceneral survey of the present world position, it shoulc 
be useful to exanine various adult education services in particular regions. Inforts 
ation is supplied in nine recently published works dealing with coumtries in America 
Asia and Guropee In this month's issue we shall review seven of these, reserving for
